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COMMITTEE REPORT 
NO RESOLUTIONS 


VOTE OH THE QUESTION WAS 
NINE TO TWO. 


Two Thousand Delegates Were Pres­ 
ent When the Annual Meeting of 
The Letgue of Republican Clubs 
Convened—President Tracy 
De­ 
livers His Address. 


Cleveland, June 20—The committee 
en resolutions decided not to report 
the currency resolutions to the repub­ 
lican league by a vote of nine to two. 
The eighth annual convention con­ 
vened in music hall yesterday with 
2,000 delegates in the auditorium and 
galleries Riled with people. 
After* prayer by the Rev. S. L. Darsie, 
Secretary Hum phrey read the roll and 
addresses of welcome were made by 
M ayor Robert E. McKisson and Presi­ 
dent D. D. Woodmansee of the Ohio 
League of Republican Clubs. President 
T racy of Chicago then delivered the an­ 
nual address. Among other rem arks 
w ere the following: 
“It is our work to elect, not select, 
candidates, and promote, not promul­ 
gate, platform s. 
P arty platform s and 
p arty candidates m ust have the ap­ 
proval of the people, but to insure vic-

tory in the next cam paign we m ust pre­ 
pare to meet organization with organi- 
zatidh.” 
He criticised the democratic 
leaders for their lack of statesm anship, 
claim ing that the currency question had 
been brought forw ard to blind the eyes 
of the people to the serious blunders 
committed. Of the policy of protection 
to our industries he said th at under it 
the country had developed as no other 
country in the history of nations, and 
th a t the threatened free trade had 
brought ruin to thousands of American 
homes. On the currency question Itself, 
he said: “There can be no disagreem ent 
as to the enlarged use of silver. There 
are few or none who are not in favor of 
this. The question is. How can it best 


to which they are entitled. 
Tms was 
against the silver men, whose delega­ 
tions were not as full as those of other 
states. 
It is conceded on all sides th at the 
plank of 1892 will go through by a large 
m ajority and several of the more radi­ 
cal silver men say th a t they will plainly 
tell the convention th at failure to re­ 
cognize the white m etal will lose the 
party the western states next year. 
The selection of Milwaukee as the 
place for holding the convention next 
year has been received with great satis­ 
faction by the delegates. Chauncey M. 
Depew Is down for a speech at the big 
league banquet to-night, but it Is doubt­ 
ful whether he will attend. 
The feature of the day was the silver 
fight before the committee on resolu­ 
tions. The organization was against the 
silver men, but the latter were not dis­ 
couraged and opened up the fight from 
the start. The resolution of the silver 
men was offered, also other silver reso­ 
lutions. 
The opponents of free silver, 
through Mr. H unter of Missouri, offered 
the financial plank of 1892, also the re­ 
cent Ohio plank adopted a t Zanesville 
last month. The compromise resolution 
attracting much attention was present* 
ed by Senator-elect J. M. Thurston of 
N ebraska as follows: 
“We approve the declaration of the 
last republican national convention th at 
the American people from tradition and 
interest favor bimetallism and the re­ 
publican party demands the use of both 
gold and silver as a standard money 
with such restrictions and under such 
provisions to be determined as will se­ 
cure the m aintenance of the parity of 
values of the two metals, so th a t the 
purchasing and debt paying power of 
the dollar, w hether of silver, gold or 
paper, shall be a t all times equal, and 
refer the question for a more specific 
declaration to the next republican na­ 
tional convention, which alone has the 
power to bind the party or make plat­ 
forms and declare principles.” 
There was no discussion of the tariff 
or any other issues in the committee and 
no differences of opinion existed except 
on the silver question. The silver men 
still have confidence in their strength 
among the delegates, although a m a­ 
jority of the committee is against them. 
H. Clay Evans of Tennessee moved to 
refer all resolutions to the committee on 
resolutions w ithout debate, which mo­ 
tion prevailed. A meeting of the presi­ 
dents of state leagues was announced 
for 9 a. rn. to-day. At I p. rn. the con­ 
vention adjourned till IO o’clock to-day 
to give the committees time to work. 
The committee on resolutions is com­ 
posed of one delegate from each state 
represented. 
The silver men from Colorado, U tah, 
Arizona, W ashington, Nevada, Wyom­ 
ing, Idaho and New Mexico held a meet­ 
ing and decided to act as a unit on the 
silver question. 
It is stated that Sen­ 
ator Dubois will introduce a strong free 
coinage resolution at the convention. 
When the committee on resolutions re­ 
assembled at 8 p. rn. a sub-committee 
was appointed to draft the resolutions. 
The full committee heard argum ents on 
the silver question, pro and con, for 
hours before the sub-committee went

“The record of the republican party 
proves th at it has always been In favor 
of Increasing the currency in keeping 
w ith the demands of the country, hut 
only on the basis th at the purchasing 
and debt-paying power of a dollar, 
whether of silver or gold, shall at all 
tim es be kept equal. This entire ques­ 
tion as to the future use of silver will 
probably be settled by the great com­ 
mercial nations of the world within a 
year. 
Germany and France are seek­ 
ing bimetallism and England is fast 
turning in th at direction. 
W hat the 
people should do is to bring pressure 
to bear upon their representatives for 
the appointm ent of delegates to an in­ 
ternational conference with power to

-act, and insist upon an agreement and 
obligation from the nations participat­ 
ing to m aintain the ratio as there 
adopted. 
“Finally, the great work of the re­ 
publican party is the promotion and en­ 
largement of our industries through 
protection and the extension of our for 
eign trade through reciprocity; the es­ 
tablishment of a bimetallic standard of 
money through international agree 
ment, in which silver shall be more 
fully recognized; the revival of our mer­ 
chant marine and the creation of 
system of irrigation for the reclamation 
of arid lands.” 
The secretary anounced th at there 
were represented a t the convention for 
ty-six states and territories, a larger 
number than has been represented at 
any previous convention of the league. 
Among the delegates were a number 
of ladles, four from Colorado, one from 
New York, two from W ashington, and 
three from Illinois, the latter repre­ 
senting the W oman’s league clubs in 
th a t state. 
The ladies from Colorado 
lost no opportunity to do missionary 
w'ork in favor of the free coinage of 
silver. 
The American College league 
has ten delegates present. 
When Secretary Humphrey called the 
roll of states to ascertain the number 
of delegates and alternates it was asr 
certained th at the states could report 
<?nly jtbose present and aul the jnunber 


prepare a report to be m ads to the com­ 
m ittee this evening. 
A mass meeting was held a t night in 
Music hall a t which prominent orators 
made addresses. The Hon. A. B. Jum - 
mins of Iowa presented an argum ent in 
favor of party allegiance to pro!: stlon, 
and said that the tariff formed the cor­ 
ner stone and only safety of the work­ 
ingmen of America. Upon the silver 
question he said the Republican party 
stood firmly upon the principles laid 
down in the Minneapolis platform —that 
every dollar in circulation should have 
an equal purchasing power, and favored 
a ratio of 16 to I. 
Senator-elect John M. Thurston of Ne­ 
braska delivered 
the 
most 
stirring 
speech of the meeting. He discussed the 
tariff and said 
that the Republican 
party would never rest until the ques­ 
tion wajB settled and until every fur­ 
nace fire was rekindled and until com­ 
merce once more regained Its former ac­ 
tivity. Senator Thurston said he knew 
whereof he spoke when he stated that 
N ebraska would give a m ajority of 50.- 
000 for the Republican ticket next year 
on the old Republican financial plat­ 
form. 
He made an argum ent against 
the unlimited coinage of silver and de­ 
clared the passage of such a law would 
be a calam ity to the country second only 
to free trade. 
Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, president of the 
W oman’s Republican League of 
the 
United States, was next introduced. She 
created quite a stir in her closing ap­ 
peal for free silver. She recommended 
the western Republicans to stand by the 
party as long as the party favored bi­ 
metallism, as that was the party’s rec­ 
ord. 
She said the Republicans of the 
west were more conservative on the sil­ 
ver question than the Republicans of 
Pennsylvania and other states on the 
tariff. 


The HohezoUero Goes In at the West 
em Gate Amid the Applause of the 
People—His Majesty Bowed His 
Thanks For 
the 
Ovation—Fine 
Weather at Kiel 
Bnrasbuttel, June 20—Tho Imperial 
Yacht, Hohezollem, with the Em 
peror and Princess aboard entered the 
western gate of the Baltic canal amid 
great cheering and enthusiasm thif 
morning. 
Hit majesty was on dees 
and bowed bis thanks. 
Kiel, Jane 20—The weather is mag­ 
nificent and there are great crowds 
here and much enthusiasm. 
Kiel, June 20.—A fter the labors of 
eight years and an expenditure of about 
156,000,000 m arks ($38,500,000) the great 
canal which joins the Baltic Sea to the 
German ocean is ready for use. It inter­ 
sects t? i peninsula of Schleswig-Hol­ 
stein from Brunsbuttel, near the mouth 
of the Elbe river, to Holtenau, on the 
Kiel bay and opposite that city, a dis­ 
tance of about fifty-nine miles. 
The 
whole canales lighted by electricity, said 
to be the longest distance In the world 
illuminated continuously th at way. The 
light furnished is powerful, enough to 
enable navigators to plainly discern the 
route by night. The time required for 
the passage of the whole canal, includ­ 
ing delay at the two locks, will average 
thirteen hours. 
Provision is made for 
vessels to get out of the way of large 
ships of w ar which may be passing 
through the canal. The piers of the two 
perm anent bridges which cross the 
canal have casemated buttresses a t­ 
tached, each capable of holding 400 sol­ 
diers, and portholes for guns wrought 
into the masonry in times of w ar would 
be used to prevent the enemy’s passage. 
There was a heavy downfall of rain 
in the morning, and for a time it seemed 
to jeopardize the success of the fetes. 
Happily the clouds cleared away and 
brilliant sunshine, accompanied by a 
pleasant breeze, followed. 
The whole 
city presents a strikingly effective ap­ 
pearance. The flags of all nations were 
hoisted along theAlster at noon and 
the sentries at the door of the principal 
hotels denoted the presence there of the 
imperia* guests. 
N aturally the chief 
center of attraction was the seaport, 
where the display of warships attracted 
many thousands of Spectators. Those 
of the United States, G reat Britain. 
Italy and A ustria were especially ad 
mired. At 8 o'clock the w ar vessels of 
the fourteen nation^ represented here 
hoisted their flags to the strains of the 
anthem s of their respective countries. 
The Mars hoisted the flag of Admiral 
Knoor and the latter subsequently, ac­ 
companied by the commanders of the 
foreign squadrons and many officers of 
various nations, started for H am burg to 
meet the emperor. 
A fter the formal reception to the em­ 
peror, a banquet commenced in the ban­ 
queting hall, which Is still unfurnished. 
of the newly built Rathhaus. At the 
banquet, after the toasts, the burgom as­ 
ter, Dr. Lehmann, attired In a black 
gown with white ruffles, arose and ad­ 
dressed the emperor and the other sov­ 
ereigns. 
The emperor returned thanks 
in an uncommonly guarded manner. His 
reply was mild and careful and of com­ 
parative shortness. 
The empress arrived here at 8 o’clock 
last evening and was met by Prince 
Henry of Prussia, her brother-in-law. 
Salutes In her honor were fired In the 
harbor. 
As her m ajesty drove to the 
Schloss, where she will temporarily re­ 
side. she was enthusiastically 
cheered 
by the crowds in the streets. She hopes 
to be well enough to share in the fetes 
here.

followed by Hutch, who started to go 
behind 
the 
glass partition. 
Cashier 
Heron had been anticipating the raid. 
He immediately dropped down behind 
the counter and pressed the electric 
burglar alarm. 
Concealed in the bank were Sheriff 
Frank Bowers and a num ber of his dep­ 
uties, all armed to the teeth. 
George 
and H utch were 
so quickly covered 
from all sides by officers with guns th at 
they surrendered without firing a shot. 
Kennedy 
was stationed 
outside to 
sound the danger warning, while Mc­ 
Farland was in charge of a fast team 
of horses and a light wagon near the 
entrance of the bank, In which the rob­ 
bers intended to escape after securing 
the booty. The men are all residents of 
C olorada Springs, and George, who is 
conduct?!! a livery stable here.

Omaha, Neb., June 20.—A w arrant has 
been issued for the arrest of A. F.

lars over his bank counter before Its 
collapse. 
Nichols was cashier of the 
People’s State bank of Litchfield.

failed In March and the commercial 
agencies reported “the bank has been 
looted, no assets.” 
Nichols remained 
a t Litchfield, but made frequent trips 
to Lincoln, and in his wake left a num­ 
ber of counterfeit dollars.

IOWA PRO HIBITIO N ISTS. 


Frank Baron, of Wilton Junction, Nom­ 
inated for Governor. 
Des Moines, Iowa, June 20.—Prohibi­ 
tionists of the state held a state eel • 
vention here yesterday and nominated 
a state ticket. As adopted the resolu­ 
tions declare for woman suffrage, for 
the free coinage of silver and gold at the 
ratio of 16 to I independently of the 
action of any other nation; for the gov­ 
ernm ent ownership of the railways; 
the railways; the revision of the immi­ 
gration laws to keep out the vicious 
and indolent of the old world; for Sun­ 
day observance; declares for the public 
schools and opposition to a diversion of 
the fund for the m aintenance of 
sec­ 
tarian schools; for liberal pensions for 
soldiers; favors the income tax, and on 
state issues denounces the mulct law 
and the republican party as the author 
of the law. 
The resolutions also de­ 
mand the enactm ent of laws having for 
their obje'ct the arbitration of disputes 
between employer and employe. F rank 
Bacon of W ilton Junction was nomin­ 
ated for governor. 


Claims the Colima Was Seaworthy. 
San Francisco, Cal., June 20.—R. P. 
Schwerin, m anager of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, gave testimony in 
the Colima investigation yesterday. He 
denied the report that he had a conver­ 
sation with Captain Taylor, in which 
the latter objected to taking the ship 
out on the ground that she was top 
heavy. 


Mora Claim Letter Written the Day He 
Assumed once. 
W ashington, June 20.—On the day 
Richard Olney, secretary of state, re­ 
ceived his commission from President 
Cleveland he wrote a long and diplomat­ 
ically perem ptory letter to Spain de­ 
m anding the 
immediate 
paym ent of 
$1,500,000 which Spain has owed Anto­ 
nio Maximo Mora, an American citi­ 
zen, since 1886. 
Mr. Olney’s demand upon the Span­ 
ish government was sent through Han- 
nls Taylor, United States minister to 
Madrid, and was backed up by a cable 
message of advice. The letter was re­ 
ceived by Spain yesterday. 
Secretary Olney declines to discuss 
the m atter but ii is known positively 
that H annis Taylor, the United States 
minister to Spain, was instructed to in­ 
sist on a speedy settlem ent by the Span­ 
ish government in conformity with the 
action of congress. 
The m atter of aggressive action has 
been brought ta the attention of the 
state departm ent by one of its officials 
in the form of a suggestion, said to have 
been made without great seriousness 
at first, that the pathw ay pointed out 
by congress should be followed in the 
direction of Cuba, where Mora’s seized 
plantations 
are 
situated, 
and 
the 
am ount of the claim should be collected 
in the m anner adopted by Great B rit­ 
ain In its recent troubles with N icara­ 
gua. It is not supposed th at this sug­ 
gestion has been seriously considered.

W ork Is Done Under the Direction of 
City Clerk Badger With An Assist­ 
ant In Each W ard—The Pay of the 
Men—Penalties For Refusal to An­ 
swer Questions. 


Under the state census law of Wiscon­ 
sin the collecting vital agricultural, 
manufacturing and other statistics 
began today. 
R. A. Whiffle, C. E Brown, S. S. 
Higby, 
Herman Hunt and C. E. 
Church are the enumerators appointed 
by City Clerk Badger to do the work 
in Janesville. 
City Clerk Badger and 
each of the ennumerators were re­ 
quired to make an oath before en­ 
tering upon tbe duties that they will 
make a true and exact enumeration, 
and faithfully collect all other sta- 
tictics as required by law. 
In the 
performance of their duties they must 
call at every dwelling house and by 
personal inquiry, ascertain the mat­ 
ters 
required 
to 
be 
reported 
by 
them. 
This 
work must 
be completed on or before 
the 
first day of August, and a true and 
accurate enumeration delivered to the 
county clerk. 
Every person over 
twenty years of age who shall refuse 
to answer any question which may be 
lawfully put to him by the clerk or 
census taker shall forfeit t went /-five 
dollars. 
Every county clerk, or assis­ 
tant appointed, who shall neglect or 
refuse to perform the duties required 
of him in taking or returning tbe cen 
bus, after having accepted such office 
or appointment, shall forfeit $250. 


Paid For Tho Work. 
•City Clerk Badger will be paid at the 
rate of $1.50 for every IOO persons 
enumerated, and the same for every 
IOO persona lawfully enrolled in the 
militia by them respectively, and the 
same for every IOO persons by them 
enumerated who served in the Unitec 
States army or navy during the war 
Town clerks and assistants appointee 
by the county clerks ehall be paid at 
the rate of $3 for every IOO persons 
enumerated 
by 
them, and $1.5< 
for every 
IOO persons enrollee 
in 
the 
militia 
and 
the 
same 
for 
ex-soldiers 
and sailors 
County 
clerks are also compensated 
for makiog returns to the secretary o*' 
state, and each clerk, assistant anc 
county clerk shell receive in addition 
to compensation above 25 per cent o 
the amount thereof for the enumera 
Hon of the inhabitants and services in 
collecting and returniug the statistics 
which shall be in full of all services 
required of him under the provisions 
of the law. 
Forfeiture of 5 per cent 
of compensation is provided for when 
any clerk or hit assistant fails to 
make his returns in time. 
Secretary of State In Charge. 


The work is under the supervision 
of the secretary of state, but is done 
directly by the town, village and city 
clerks, who report to the county clerk, 
and he to the secretary of state, in 
whose office the returns are compiled 
into one report. 
It is provided that duplicate copies 
of the enumeration of the inhabitants, 
enrollment of the militia and ex sol 
diers and sailors and the various sta 
tistical lists, duly attested by county 
clerks, must be filed in the office of 
tbe secretary of state on or before Au 
gust 20. 
All 
villages 
regularly 
incorporated under 
the 
statutes 
of the state, having a village organi­ 
zation will be listed by the clerks of 
such villages. 
If not incorporated, 
the town clerk will act as enumerator 
therefore, keeping separate from the 
town the list of inhabitants. 
The secretary of state is directed to 
have printed 10,000 copies of the tab­ 
ulated enumeration, fifty copies of 
which he is to deliver to each member 
of the legislature, one copy to each 
county, town, city and village clerk. 
He is also required to deposit with 
the superintendent of public property 
1,000 copies for the use of the next 
legislature.
